(a) The territory was originally laid out into a small number of countics, which have-been fre-
quently altered since by the creation of new counties. These changes cannot be followed, and an act
presented defining the boundaries of the counties of the state as they now exist, withoutsuch a
departure from the language of the scveral acts as to entirely destroy their identity. This is a lati-
tude which the compilers do not feel authorized to exercise. ‘The several laws on the subjeet of
county boundaries arc therefore published in their chronological succession, with a refercnce in the
index to the change which each county has undergone.

[ Chapter 1, Revised Statutes.) .

(1.) Sec. 1. Be 4t enacted by tlw legislative assembl ly of the territory of Territory, how

Minnesota : This territory shall be divided into the following counties, ‘to
wit: Benton, Dakota, Itasca, Gass, Pembina, Ramsey, \Va,shumton, Chi-
sago, and Wabasha, and they shall be bounded fmd described as in the
followmnr sections mentioned :—

(2) Spe. I That so much of the said ‘territory as is contained in the
following boundaries be and the same is hereby erceted into a separate
county, which shall be known by the name of Wushington, to wit: Begin-
ning at a point in the Mississippi river where the section line between sec-

That so much of said territory as is contained within
the following boundaries be, and the same is hereby erected into a sepa-
rate county, which shall be known by the name of Ramscy, to wit: Be-
ginning at the mouth of Rum river, thence up said river and the west
branch thereof to its source; thence due north to its intersection with the
Mississippi river ; thence up said river to its intersection with the south-
ern boundary line of Itasca county; thence in a south-easterly diréction
along said boundary line to its intersection with the boundary line of
Chisago county ; thence south along the western boundary line of Chisago
and mehmgton counties to its 1ntcrsect10n with the line betwcen sections
twenty-four and twenty-ﬁvc in_township twenty-eight north, of range
twenty-two west ; thence west along said section line to the Mississippl
river; thence up said river to the place of beginning, including the islands
in said river.

(4) Sec. IV. That so much of the said territory as is contained
within the following boundaries be, and the same is hereby, cracted into a
separate county, which shall be known by the name of Chisago, to wit:
Beginning at a point on the St. Croix river, where the boundary line be-
tween townships thirty-two and thirty-three north, of range ninectcen west
of the fourth principal meridian intersects said river; thence running west
on said township line to its intersection with the range line between ranges
twenty-one and twenty-two west; thence north on said range line to its in-
tersection with the south boundary line of township thirty-six north, of
range twenty-two west; thence west on said township line to its intersec-
tion with the range line between ranges twenty-two and twenty-three west;

river to the place of commencement. .

(6.) Sec. VI. That so much of the said territory as is contained
within the following boundaries be, and the same is hereby erected into a

river ; thence down said river to thé mouth of Muddy creek; thence in a
direct line to the point of beginning.

(7.) Sec. VII. That all that portion of the said territory lying east of
a line running due south from a point on the Mississippi river known as
Medicine Bottle village, at Pine Bend, to the Iowa line be, and the same
is hereby erected into a separate county which shall be known by the
name of Wabasha. |

(8.) Sec. VIIL. That all that portion of the said territory west of the
Mississippi and lying west of the county of Wabasha, and south of a
line beginning at the mouth of Crow river, and up said river and the north
branch thereof to its source, and thence due west to the Missouri river be,
and the same is hereby erected into a separate county, which shall be
known by the name of Dakota.

(9.) Sec. IX. That all that portion of the said territory within the
following limits, viz.: Beginning at the mouth of Crow river; thence up
the Mississippi river to Itasca lake; thence on a direct line to Otter Tail
lake; thence on a direct line to the source of Long Prairie river; thence
south to the northern boundary line of Dakota county; thence along said
line to the place of beginning, be, and the same is hereby erected into a
separate county which shall be known by the name of Cass.

(10.) Sec. X. That all that portion of said territory not embraced
within the limits of any of the foregoing counties, be, and the same is
hereby erccted into a separate county, which shall be known by the name
of Pembina.

(11.) Sec. XI. The county of Chisago from and after the first day of
January, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, shall and is hercby de-
clared to be an organized county, and invested with all and singular the
rights, privileges and immunities to which all organized counties in this ter-
ritory shall be and are by law entitled.

(12.) Sec. XII. That the counties of Washington, Ramsey and Ben-
ton be, and the same are hereby declared to be organized counties, and in-
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vested with all and sinﬂular, the rights, privileges and immunities to which
all organized counties in the territory shall be, and are by law entitled.

(13) Sze. XIII. That the counties of Itasca, Wabasha, Dakota, Counties organ-

ized for specinl

Cass and Pembina be and the same are declared to be organized on]y for purposes.

(i4.) Seo. XTIV, The seat of justice of the county of Chisago shall
be at such point in said county as the first board of commissioners “elected
in said county shall determine.

That the seat of justice of the county of Benton
shall be within one quarter of a mile of a point on the east side of the
M1331s51pp1 river, directly oppésite the mouth of Sauk river.

(18.) Sec. XVIIL. That the county of Wabasha is hereby attached
to the- county of Washington for judicial purposes; that the county of
Dakota is hereby attached to the county of Ramsey for judicial purposes,
and the counties of Cass, Ttasca and Pembina are hereby attached to the
county of Benton for judicial purposes..

(19.) Sec. XIX. That the counties of I’mscw, ‘Wabasha, Dakota,
Cass and Pembina, shall each bé entitled to any number of justices of the
peace, not exceeding six, and to the same number of constables; which
said justices and constables sh'all receive their appointment from the gov-
ernor; and their term of oﬂiccyshall be two years, unless sooner removed
by the governor.

(20.) Smc. XX, That the justices and constables appointed for said
counties shall be conservators of the peace, and shall each give a bond to
the territory to be approved by the secretary, in the sum of five hundred
dollars for the faithful performance of their duties, upon which bond they
may at any time.be sued for the benefit of any person or persons ag-
grieved, by reason of the willful omission of duty or misconduct of such
officers.

(21.) Sec. XXI. Counties which are unorganized for Judlclal pur-
poses, which are amnexed or hereafter to be annexed to any organized
county for judicial purposes, shall, for the purpose of assessment and col-
lection of taxes, be deemed to be within the limits of the county to which
they are or may be so annexed, and as forming a part thereof unless and
until otherwise provided by law.

(22.) Stc. I Be it cenacted by the legislative assembly of the territory
of Minnesota : That so much of Dakota county, as lies north of Minnesota
river, west of the Mississippi, and east of a line commencing at a place
known as the Little Rapids, on said Minnesota river; thence in’a direct
line, north by west, to the forks of Crow river; thence down said river to

“its junction with the Mississippi, be and the same is hereby erected into a
separate county, which shall be called the county of Iennepin. .

(23.) Sec. IL. The said county of Hennepin, is hereby attached to
the county of Ramsey, for judicial purposes, until further provided for;
but for election purposes, it shall remain as at present, in conjunction with

unorganized county until the provisions of the following sections are
fulfilled.

(24.) Suc. IIT. That when the treaty of Mendota, concluded with the
Dakota Indians is ratified by the United States senate, the aforesaid
county of Ilennepin will be entitled to elect at the next general election,
subsequent to such ratification, such county and other officers as the organ-

" ized counties are entitled to, or as the quahhcd voters of said county may

think proper and expedient to elect for the permanent organization of said
county of Hennepin; which shall qualify as directed by the statute, and
enter upon the discharge of their duties within ten days after their elec-
tion. The returns of said first general election to be made in the manner
provided for by law, to the register of deeds of Ramsey county, who is
hereby authorized to issue certificates of said returns, and perform all the
duties prescribed by the statutes, in relation to election returns made from
unorganized counties.

(25.) Suc. IV. Upon the ratification of said treaty of Mendota, the
said county of Iennepin will be considered to be organized for all the
purposes herein specified, and invested with all and singular the rights and
privileges and immunities to which all organized countics in this territory,
shall be and are by law entitled to: provided, that the county commission-
ers so elected as herein provided, are authorized to establish the county
seat of said county of Hennepin, temporarily until the same is perma-
nently established by the legislature, or authorized votes of the qlulxﬁed
voters of said county.

(26.) Sec. V. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

(27.y Src. L. Be it enacted by the legislative assembly of the territory
of Minnesota: That so much territory as is contained in the following
boundaries, be and the same is hereby created into the county of Dakota,
to wit: beginning at a point in the Minnesota river at the mouth of Credit
river, thence on a direct line to the upper branch of Cannon river, thence
down said river to its lower fork as laid down on Nicollet’s' map, thence on
a direct line to a point on the Mississippi river opposite the mouth of St.
Croix lake, thence up the Mississippi river to the mouth of the Minnesota
river, thence up the Minnesota river to the place of beginning.

(28) See. IL That so much territory as is contauined within the fol-
lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Goodhuc, to wit: beginning at the south-west corner of Dakota county,
thence due south-east on a line twenty-five miles, thence on a due line to
lake Pepin, at a point on said lake seven miles below Sand Point, thence
up to the middle of said lake and the Mississippi river, to the boundary
line of Dakota county, thence along the line of said county to the place of
beginning.

That so much territory as is contained within the fol-
lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Wabasha, to wit: beginning at the south-west corner of the county of
Goodhue, thence on a line south-east ‘twenty-five miles, thence on a due
line to the head waters on the Minneskah river, thence down said river to
its junction with thé Mississippi river, thence up the middle of the said’
Mississippi river and lake Pepin, to the line of Goodhue county, thence
along said county line to the place of beginning.
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(30.) Suc. IV. That so much territory as is contained within the fol-
lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Fillmore, to wit: beginning at the south-west corner of Wabasha county,
thence south-east to the Towa state line, thence east on the said Towa state
line to the Mississippi river, thence up the middle of said river to the
mouth of Minneskah or VVllite river, thence up said river on the south
line of Wabasha county to the place of beginning.

(31.) Sec. V. That so much territory as is contained within the fol-
lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Scott, to wit: beginning at the mouth of Credit river in the Minnesota
river, thence up the Minnesota river to the mouth of Techankiute river,
thence on a direct line to the north-west point of Sakatah lake, thence on
a direct line to the south-west corner of Dakota county, thence up the line
of Dakota county to the place of beginning.

(82.) Sec. VI That so much territory as is contained within the fol-

lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of

Le Sueur, to wit: beginning at the mouth of Techankiute river, thence up
the Minnesota river to the mouth of Whiwhi creek, thence on a direct
line to the Psiah lake, thence on a direct line to Sakatah lake, thence on
the line of Scoft county to the place of beginning.

(88.) Sec. VII. That so much territor y as is cont'uned within the
following boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Rice, to wit: beginning at the south-west corner of Dakota county, thence
west along said county line to lake Sakatah, thence south to the Iowa state
Jine, thence cast along the said state line to the south-west corner of Fill-
more county, thence along the west lines of Fillmore, Wabasha and Good-
hue counties, to the place of beginning.

(84.) Sec. VIIL. Thatso much territory lying south of the Minnesota
river, as remains of Wabasha and Dakota countics undivided by this act is
hereby created into the county of Blae Iarth.

(85.) Sec. IX. That so much territory as is contained thhm the fol-
lowing boundaries be, and the same is hereby created into the county of
Sibley, to wit: beginning at the north-west corner of IHennepin county,
thence up the north fork of Crow river to its second fork, thence in a
direct line to the mouth of Rushk river, thence down the Minnesota river
to the line of IHennepin county, thence aleng the line of said county to the
place of beginning.
